should extrem e caution be ta k e n by 
m otorists and pedestrians." 
Some Levy Fines 
Five states levy a fine for failure 
to walk facing traffic, according to 
th e federation. 
He listed these as 
follows: A rkansas. $5 to HOO fine, 
sixty days in jail; C alifornia, up to 
$500 fine, six m onths in Jail, o r 
b o th ; N orth C arolina, $10 fine; V ir­ 
ginia, $2 to $25 fine, and W isconsin. 
$10 for first offense, and $25 for 
second offense 
"O ne state, South C arolina, h as a 
sta tu te 
requiring 
pedestrians 
to 
walk on tile rig h t side," th e sta te ­ 
m en t continues, "b u t th is w as evi­ 
dently enacted during horse and 
buggy days. 
D elaw are not only re ­ 
quires left-side w alking, but requires 
pedestrians 
to carry' 
lig h ts a fte r 
dark . 
"Pennsylvania has no law re q u ir­ 
ing left-side walking, but tile H igh­ 
way D ep artm en t au th o rities recom ­ 
m end It. an d in the schools children 
are tau g h t to walk facing traffic.

handkerchief 
or 
som e 
o th e r light object visible to oncom ­ 
ing drivers afte r dark.

be done by all who walk along h ig h ­ 
ways a fte r nightfall, as It is diffi­ 
cu lt for a m otorist to see people 
w ith d ark clothing on th e highw ays 
a t n ig h t.”
